Reasons for Allowance 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: upon extensive 
searches of a game support apparatus for supporting execution of a game, the 
examiner respectfully submits that the prior art of record fails to disclose a game 
execution support apparatus, comprising a receiver which receives a control signal 
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that is transmitted from a portable terminal apparatus and enables acquisition of 
game information used for a game, said game information corresponding to music 
data which has been selected in accordance with an instruction" as recited in 
independent claim 19.
